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McGill to fiscal diet

McGill University is in for 
some tough financial times 
according to information on 
cuts In education grants 
recently received .from the 
provincial government. 

Grants received by the 
University will decrease by 
almost four per cent In 1982-83 
according to the government 
report. The government's In- 
tentions with regard to in- 
dexation of salaries have been 
left up In the air. 

Under the present terms of 
the provincial grant the amount 
added to keep up with Inflation 
is substantially lower than the 
salary Increases won In other 
public sector agreements 
across the province. 

Vice-Principal Finance John 
Armour has circulated an In- 
ternal document outlining the 
effects grant reductions will 
have on the University. 

In presenting thé grant in- 
formation to the Board of 
Governors last week, Armour 
was less than enthusiastic 
about the possible Impact of 
the reductions on the 
University. 

"These reductions come 
after very drastic reductions In 
the grant already this year. As 
you get leaner and leaner you 
start cutting into the bone," he 
said.

“That started happening this 
year, but it’s going to get worse 
in 1982-83.” 

According to Students’ 
Society VP External Paul Smith, 
reductions in educational 
funding are happening all over 
the country. 

"It appears to be everywhere, 
not only In Quebec," he said. 
"Therefore, the whole student 
movement is against any 
decrease In post-secondary 
funding because it’s against 
the principle of accessibility to 
education.' 

McGill's budget this year 
shows spending at $4.6 million 
in excess of revenues. With 
provincial funding decreasing 
by 3.5 per cent over the coming 
year, the operating capital set 
aside by the University in the 
form of the "Unrestricted 
Endowment Fund" will be 
further reduced. 

The apparent rationale for 
the government’s decrease in 
funding is that universities 
across Quebec should aim for 
balanced budgets by 1985. 

At the present time govern- 
ment officials have not com- 
mented on the amount of extra 
funding needed to cover in- 
flation and salary Increases. 

"They (government officials) 
have made it clear that scale- 
increases, merit increases and 
the like will not be added to the 
grant, so we are left with a 
major question mark as to what 
the amount added for inflation 
and salary increases will be," 
said Armour. 

McGill Principal David 
Johnston will be meeting with 
senior government officials to 
discuss their Intentions con- 
cerning university funding this 
Tuesday.

Concordia cuts down on foreigners 



MONTREAL (CUP) — Con- 
cordia University has im- 
plemented new policies 
designed to decrease the 
number of International 
students at the school. 

Tightening of admission 
policies, a reduction of in- 
ternational students ap- 
plications accepted, and an 
increase in differential fees 
imposed by ‘the Quebec 
government last spring have all 
served to reduce the number of 
international students at 
Concordia. 

"The policy of both the 
Quebec government and the 
University will put an end to 
International students in 
Quebec," said Isaac Owusu- 
Afriyie, secretary of the Con- 
cordia African Student 
Association. ’ 

Admission quotas overall 



were down 18 per cent this fall, 
but the quota for international 
students went down 67 per 
cent, Tom Swift, Director of 
Admissions confirmed 
recently. 

Many faculties have lowered 
their quotas for International 
students in accordance with 
the new admissions restric- 
tions. These policies include 
tighter control on attendance 
and performance, particular 
attention to ensure In- 
ternational students maintain a 
full course load, and non- 
eligibility for mature entry or 
independent student status. 

The faculties of engineering, 
commerce and computer 
science have set drastically 
lower quotas this year for in- 
ternational students. Graham 
Martin; vice-rector Ad- 
ministration and Finance, said 



Prof takes faculty union to court 



WINNIPEG (CUP) - Some 
people think solidarity isn’t all 
it's cracked up to be. 

One of them is professor 
Jack Dixon of the University of 
Winnipeg French department, 
who maintains that when it 
interferes with his "con- 
stitutionally guaranteed 
freedoms," it becomes a 
matter for the courts. 

Dixon has gone to the courts 
to obtain a ruling on whether 
the University of Winnipeg’s 
newly formed faculty union 
association is in fact a legal 
body. The decision will be 
made in a few weeks. If it Is in 
Dixon's favor it may require a 
rewriting of Manitoba's Labour 
Relations Act. 

The faculty union's structure 
allows for the employment of 
non-members but requires that 
the union collect dues from 
them and act as their 
bargaining agent. Dixon 
contends this is undemocratic 
and denies both his right to 
free speech and to "seek his 



own salvation or perdition." He 
cites the Canadian Bill of 
Rights, which he claims does 
not allow for this sort of 
"agency shop" arrangement. 

Dixon emphatically denies 
that he opposes the principle 
of unionization itself, but rather 
this particular form of union 
"coercion". 

"As a non-member I have no 
voice in union matters, but they 
act as my agent,” said Dixon. "I 
am passionately devoted to 
freedom and this Is in- 
consistent with the fun- 
damental principles of 
freedom." 

When questioned on the 
need for union solidarity, Dixon 
said that a union shop was 
"good labor relation policy, but 
bad democracy." If he wins his 
case, the faculty union may 
lose its certification. 

Faculty union president 
Sandra Zuk says the 
association’s position is "no 
comment" while the case is 
before the courts. 



The “agency shop" form of 
union used by the faculty union 
is less common than the 
"closed shop" which permits 
only union members to be 
employed after certification. 
Professor John Ryan, a major 
contributor to the unionization 
project, says “As far as I know, 
it was the only kind of union we 
could have In accordance with 
the Labour Relations Act." 

Dixon's battle began with his 
resignation from the faculty 
association after it decided to 
make membership conditional 
on joining the Canadian 
Association of University 
Teachers. This spring he was 
the only one to make an official 
objection to the faculty union’s 
certification. 

Apart from his legal conflict 
with the faculty union, Dixon 
maintains unionization is 
inappropriate for an academic 
faculty. He feels it would in- 
terfere with the "harmonious 
relations” between the faculty 
and the University. 



the lowered quotas for in- 
ternational students in these 
three faculties were due to a 
very heavy local demand for 
these programs'. 

"We have to look very hard at 
our Canadian or Quebec 
students, first and foremost 
that’s our one priority," he said. 

The total admissions for the 
faculty of engineering 
decreased by 10 per cent this 
year, while the number of in- 
ternational students accepted 
decreased by 79 per cent. In- 
ternational students 
represented four per cent of the 
engineering admission, or nine 
students. 

“Why are we letting In even 
four per cent when there are 
Canadian students wanting to 
get into the program?” asked 
Martin. 

Janet Mrenica, External vice- 
president of the Concordia 
Students’ Association says the 
drop in international student 
quotas Is "disastrous". 

"We have to ask if the 
University really wants In- 
ternational students here," she 
said. 

The changes in admission 
policy were prepared shortly 
before the Quebec government 
announced a 175 per cent 
increase in differential tuition 
fees for international students. 

Last year full-time in- 
ternational students paid 
$1,500 In tuition; This year, 
newly accepted student/ must 
pay $4.128 while returning 
International students will pay 
$2.500 plus an increase each 
following year of $1 ,000. 

Despite these and other 
restrictive measures, in- 
ternational students cannot 
speak out publicly against the 
government. International 
student visas do not allow 
students to become involved In 
political action. A student 
protesting administrative 
policy changes or differential 
fee hikes runs the risk of being 
deported.

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Shogun paints false picture

“ Shogun presents In- 
nacurate and misleading 
portraits ol Japanese life," said 
University of Illinois professor 
David Plath of James Clavell’s 
bestselling novel. " Shogun has 
been read by more than six 
million people, the television 
series seen by over one hun- 
dred and twenty million 
viewers," noted Plath in a well- 
attended speech on " Shogun 
Western Fantasy" last Thur- 
sday night at McGill. 

"I threw the book down after 
a hundred pages,” .said the 
professor of anthropology and 
Asian studies. "Shogun is not a 
truthful depiction of Japanese 
culture In seventeenth century 
Japan.” 

Plath believes popularity of 
the book, which he descrrbed 
as the " Shogun phenomenon, 
reflection of a ‘new trend' In 
American feeling towards 
Japan." 

In the last fifteen years, I've 
noticed a new note creeping 
into student attitudes .towards 
Japan," he said. 

In increasing quantity Japan 
has manufactured key living 
items such as stereo ap- 
pliances and particularly cars 
which have surrounded the 
lives of most North 
Americans.What Plath has 
termed, “Japanalla’, has been 



on the rise over the last twenty 
years with Japanese style 
home decoration, martial arts 
and Zen buddhism. Some North 
American businesses, par- 
ticularly the auto industry, have 
lost heavily to Japanese in- 
dustrial competition. 

Plath displayed slides of 
cartoons and ads on the topic 
that have appeared In major 
American magazines. One ad 
challenged anybody to prove 
that Japanese cars are better 
than American cars. 

"There have been severe 
blows dealt to the American 
belief in innovative and 
technological world 

supremacy," said Plath. "There 
Is a feeling of wounded 
defensiveness in America." 

“I’d like to suggest that on a 
wider level there is an American 
Identification with Blackthorne 
(the book’s hero). "Shogun is a 
captivity novel In the grand 
-tradition of WASP heroes like 
John Wayne and Captain Kirk", 
said Plath. 

"It is the story of the 
Christian pilgrim thrown into 
the heart of darkness; punished 
and tortured; who betrays his 
wife and religion, but comes 
out of the ordeal with, an 
enlightened moral outlook and 
some measure of respect for 
the barbarians he has suffered 
under," Plath summarized. 



In the book a Japanese wise 
man tells Blackthorne, (an 
Englishman "tired of the 
sophisticated hypocrisy of 
Europe") "It is all so simple, all 
you have to do Is change your 
whole view of life." 

With jumbo jets flying to 
Japan*- half-filled with 
Americans reading Shogun 
Plath suggests that perhaps 
Americans wish they had 
Japanese airline stewardesses 
telling them "It's all so simple.” 

Five books were published 
previous to Shogun about the 
adventures of William Adams, 
an Englishman who landed in 
Japan ..in the seventeenth 
century and became a samurai. 
None of the books sold enough 
to pay off the publisher's fees.

Possible TA strike at U of T 



RAEU 



MONTREAL (CUP) — Janet 
Mrenlca, External VP for the 
Concordia University Students' 
Association (CUSA) has 
resigned several positions she 
occupies on the Committee of 
le Regroupement des 
Associations Etudiantes 
Universitaires (RAEU). 

In a letter submitted to the 
Coordinating Committee of 
RAEU September 24 Mrenlca 
resigned from her position as 
National Coordinator of the 
Anti-Differential Fee Com- 
mittee and the committee 
looking at the Student 
Assistance Program. 

Mario Dagenais, CUSA 
representative, has also 
resigned his position on the 
RAEU committee on the 
Charter of Student rights. 

In addition to occupying a 
position on the task force 
established by CUSA, Mrenlca 
cites personal reasons for the 
resignation. 

The RAEU executive "tended 
to ask if what I brought forward 
is representative of the 
students or the executive. They 
have wondered what I am 
doing," Mrenica said. Mrenlca 
maintains that RAEU was 
dealing with her on a personal 
basis, rather than a political

TORONTO (CUP) — The school 
year has barely begun, yet the 
University of Toronto could 
soon be facing a strike by 
teaching assistants. 

The Canadian Union of 
Educational Workers (CUEW), 
representing the Graduate 
Assistants Association (GAA), 
submitted contract proposals 
to the Governing Council of the 
University on May 1, but the 
talks have yielded only modest 
results. 

Among the major Items in- 
cluded In the twenty-six article 
package tabled by the Union 
were a proposed pay increase, 
limits on class sizes, a health 
benefits package, health and 
safety guarantees for TAs 
working in unsafe en- 
vironments, maternity, 
paternity and sick leaves, and 
guarantees against 

discrimination and provisions 
for academic freedom forTAs. 

At this point, only the 



question of wages is nearing 
resolution. Union 

spokesperson Leah Shopkow 
said the Union bargainers were 
satisfied with the University’s 
proposal of a twelve per cent 
pay Increase this year and ten 
per cent next year. But both 
Shopkow and the University’s 
chief negotiator John Parker 
conceded that August 
bargaining sessions left a wide 
gap between the two sides on 
other issues. 

As a result, on September 9 
the Union asked the conciliator 
to request that the Ministry of 
Labour issue a “no-board" 
report. A "no-board" report is a 
Ministry report recognizing that 
both sides are far from 
agreement. The conciliator has 
not yet submitted the request 



to the Ministry, but work Is 
being done on It and the report 
could possibly be Issued by the 
end of September, Shopkow 
said. 

Sixteen days after the report 
Is Issued, the University will be 
in a legal position to lock out 
the union and the union will be 
in a legal strike position. 

Parker made it clear that the 
University was not going to lock 
out the union. Shopkow stated 
she would not guess what the 
union’s membership response 
would be. A two-thirds majority 
vote would be necessary to 
authorize strike action. 

“It Is no one’s Interest to 
push this to a strike,” said 
Shopkow, adding that she and 
Parker are hopeful a settlement 
will soon be reached.

Redman trounce not-so-Golden Gaels, 18-7

KINGSTON. 

Yes. They won. It took twelve 
years, but they did it. 

The final score was our 
McGill Redmen 18 Queen's 
Golden Gaels 7. Not a misprint: 
It was 18-7 for the good guys. 
It’s the truth really. And over 
3,000 fans at Richardson 
Stadium witnessed the Redmen 
regular season road victory 
against the Gaels on Saturday. 

You gotta believe it felt good. 
Just ask fullback Steve Droz, a 
Redmen regular since 1976. 
Well Steve? “It seemed that we 
were jinxed here. But, I’ve 
waited five years to beat 
Queen's In Klngs.ton and let me 
tell you, this Is it." 

The Redmen snapped the 
spell with good, hard defence. 
McGill gave up only 247 yards 
in total offence, including the 
tiny sum of 67 yards rushing. 
This season the Redmen have 
given up 97 total rushing yards. 
In comparison, Redmen rookie 
halfback Luc Ménard has 
gained 136 yards In those two 
games and Droz has rushed for 
94. 

McGill coach Charlie Baillle 
explained, "The defence won 



stone" was out of position. 
Lawson simply tipped a Bob 
Wright pass at the line of 
scrimmage, juggled it a bit and 
then hung on to It for his first 
career interception. 

Defensive ends Lawson and 
Yves Flset together provided 
another explanation for the 
success of McGill’s defence: 
“The pass coverage did it for 
us. It gave us the time we 
needed to make the sacks." 

Queen’s was able to score 
only a single major. This oc- 
curred in the third quarter on 
the Redmen’s only safety blitz 
of the game. The Gaels called a 
pass up the middle and with 
that part of the zone completely 
vacated, Tom McCartney was 
able to waltz in. However, that 
was the only glaring mistake 
the defence made throughout 
the game. 

All-Canadian middle 
linebacker Marc Lemery added, 
"The defensive backfield 
played great. We played tough 
defence. Still the offence 
moved the ball and came 
through with points when we 
really needed them most." 

The defence was a hard act 
to follow, but quarterback Dean 
Gibson, four running backs and 
some tremendous blocking ran 
up a total of 364 yards of of- 
fence. McGill demonstrated 
offensive consistency and 
clutch passing, two Important 
characteristics which were 
missing from last year’s team. 

The Redmen drove 75 yards 
to open the scoring in the first 
quarter. The keys to this drive 
were an 18 yard pass to flanker 
Joe Evelelgh and a 23-yarder to 
Eveleigh on second down and 
one, to sustain the long drive. 

Gibson, who completed 12 of 
24 passes for 163 yards, ran the 
ball over for the TD from two 
yards out and demonstrated 
the value of his mobility to the 
Redmen offence.

Woon-Sam led to McGill's next 
score, a 12-yard Greg Ashley 
field goal. Closing out the first 
half was a single point by 
Ashley on a missed field goal. 
Setting up the point was a 43- 
yard pass and run play to 
defensive halfback Ron 
Poulton. Why Poulton was on 
the field is unclear. What is 
clear, though, is that it was a 
planned and deliberate play 
and should work again in the 
future. 

Queen's then replied with 
their only score of the day. But 
McGill bounced back with an 
85-yard TD drive to Ice the 
game. Fullback Charlie Gress 
scored the TD on a four-yard

Education not a luxury 

In an era of economic restraint the present cycle of tight 
government budgets has fueled the trend of funding cutbacks In 
necessary community services. Post-secondary education has not 
been exempted from the list of services to be cut. McGill Principal 
David Johnston has responded by advocating higher student 
tuition. He has said that the Federal Government should “en- 
courage the removal of the current ceiling on tuition fees to enable 
the universities to return somewhat to the user-pay notion of 
funding higher education." 

Since McGill expects to have budget deficit of over $15 million 
this year, It Is easy to empathize with the severity of the Univer- 
sity's immediate plight. McGill's revenues cannot keep up with its 
operating costs. McGill’s solution to Its present crisis is cutbacks 
within the University — shorter library hours, and staff reductions 
to name two. 

The curtailing of some services on campus and the reduction in 
others are merely stop-gap measures. The University still needs to 
secure adequate long term financing to ensure that the quality of 
education does not deteriorate. Considering that it costs the 
! government eight to ten thousand dollars a year for each student, 

] it would be easy to be seduced into believing that the “user-pay’’ 

1 notion for Increasing tuition fees Is an appropriate response, but 
I there are some serious ramifications to this proposal. 

The sole reason for public funding of education Is to Increase Its 
i accessibility to students from all social and economic 
i backgrounds. Accessible education provides society with a 
greater number of individuals who have a broader range of skills. 
Individuals with higher skills are assumed to be more productive 
and more adaptable to new ideas, circumstances and 
technologies. 

University education Is an investment which will pay for itself in 
the future. The cost of this Investment in “human capital" is 
presently borne by both the Individual and the government, with 
the latter picking up the lion’s share of the tab. 

There Is, however, a very real hidden cost which cannot be 
'Calculated by government accountants, and is therefore ignored: 

I the opportuhnity cost in the form of lost wages which (potentially) 
j could have been earned by the student had he or she chosen to 
[work full time Instead of pursuing a degree. Obviously this burden 
falls much harder on those who cannot receive financial support 
from their families. 

The University undergraduate body is basically dominated by 
students from middle class backgrounds. Though books and 
tuition do not add up to an Insignificant sum, the explicit cost of 
attending McGill Is not yet an unbearable financial burden. Cer- 
tainly students who must support themselves must make many 
sacrifices in their standard of living in order to continue studying, 
but if students were required to pay a significant portion of the 
cost of their education then it is evident that very few Individuals 
would be able to afford It. Accessibility would be limited, renewing 
the long held tradition of elitist education. 

Granted there have been calls to expand the student loans and 
bursaries program to help offset the proposed fee increases, but If 
students become totally dependent on bursaries or other han- 
douts then they would be vulnerable to coercion. Loans and 
bursaries for instance could be used to encourage students to 
enter programs which produce skilled personnel in fields which 
are short of manpower. In other words it might be easier to obtain 
a bursary if you choose to study computer science instead of 
classics. 

Instead of allowing students to choose what they wish to study, 
the tuition hikes and a new student loan program could limit one's, 
freedom of choice. 

Government cutbacks in education are deplorable. Higher 
education Is not just a luxury which can bo dispensed with as one 
would go without purchasing python-skin cowboy boots. 
University education is an Investment in the future. If students 
won’t fight for their rights then certainly administrators won’t 
either.

Before entering McGill I was. 
often told by friends already 
attending the University that 
the bureaucracy one Is forced 
to deal with as a student is 
often frustrating and 
exasperating. University staff Is 
overworked and Impersonal, 
simply due to the fact that they 
must attend to so many 
students’ needs. Perhaps, 
despite these warnings, I, being 
in the naive and vulnerable 
state of a freshman, was not 
quite prepared for the rough 
way I was treated by Lila Willis, 
senior advisor for the Faculty of 
Arts and Science, on Sep- 
tember 24. 

As an Arts Psychology 
student, I had decided to take 
the Experimental Medicine 
Biology of Cancer course as an 
elective, after being squeezed 
out of Anatomy 214A (as were 
all first year Arts & Science 
students, aside from those in 
Anatomy). This biology course 
lists "a good knowledge of 
fundamental molecular 
biology” as Its only 
prerequisite, and I, having 
completed both Biologies 301 & 
401 at the CEGEP level, felt that 
this was preparation enough 
for the course. 1 began at- 
tending class and was 
fascinated by the lectures and 
thoroughly captivated by the 
subject matter. 

On September 24 I returned 
my course change cards to Ms. 
Willis, who glanced at my 
choice and without a second’s 
hesitation declared that under 
no circumstances would she 
allow me to enroll in the course. 
She claimed that It was a 
graduate course and that an 
Arts student had no business 
being in It. When I politely told 
her that I knew other first year 
students in the class, she

replied “I don't care about 
them. All I know is that I’m not 
going to let you take this 
course." Ms. Willis bustled off 
with my cards and returned 
moments later, declaring that 
she’d just been to the 
Associate Dean’s office, and 
permission had not been 
granted.

Needless to say I was not 
too .flattered or comforted by 
her obvious unconcern for my 
predicament. Nor was I very 
pleased by her constant put- 
downs of Arts students, whom

When I asked Ms. Willis if at 
all there were any science 
courses an Arts student could 
take as electives, she very 
obligingly Informed me of those 
special "science for Arts 
students" courses that are 
offered (l.e. Chemistry In the 
Modern World). I, in turn, told 
her that I felt capable of han- 
dling science courses for 
science students, and she 
retorted, “If you feel capable of 
it now, why didn’t you feel 
capable enough in CEGEP?" 

Those who deal with people 
should do so properly. Up until 
now, I was content In my 
illusion that McGill was a good 
place to be a student. After 
dealing with Ms. Willis and her 
uncalled for put-downs, 
however, I am having grave 
second thoughts.

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Satellite surveillance for the promotion of peace

An electronic battle field with 
automated weapons. Heat-seeking 
bombs which home in on aircraft 
exhausts. Laser-guided tank shells 
which never miss. Is this science 
fiction? No, It’s present-day super- 
power weaponry, the product of long, 
lucrative hours spent In the lab by 
military and civilian scientists. 

Scientific advances have made 
modern warfare more and more deadly 
and frightening, while competition for 
new military toys fuels the arms race. 
Can any of this technological 
cleverness be used for peace? 

Scientists worried about these 
developments have suggested using 
advances In high resolution satellite 
photography to slow the arms 
escalation. A proposed international 
monitoring agency, first suggested by 
then-president of France Valery 
Giscard d'Estaing at the United 
Nations special session on disar- 
mament in 1978 and presently under 
study, would use data from earth 
observation satellites to prevent arm 
proliferation. 

"The information gathered by ob- 
servation satellites," said the French 
proposal, "Is such that a new ap- 
proach and new methods for 
monitoring disarmament agreements 
and for helping to strengthen in- 
ternational confidence and security 
can be envisaged." Camera 
technology developed at great ex- 
pense by the American and Soviet- 
military is now thought to be good 
enough not only to spot a car on the 
ground, but also to Identify the car 
model. This technology, although still 
secret, Is sufficiently advanced to be 
useful as a tool for peace. 

One writer summarized the need for 
such a UN tool this way: “Ignorance of 
what happens in potentially hostile 
regions of the world fosters suspicion. 
Preparations are made for the ‘worst 
case.’ These exaggerated 
preparations further heighten 
suspicion and hence military build-up, 
on the opposing side. The fear 
engendered by Ignorance fuels the 
arms race." If each nation had proof 
that the other was not preparing for 
war, the reasoning goes, that would 
reduce tension and limit arms piling. 

It is in this context that d’Estaing 
suggested the establishment of an 
International Satellite Monitoring 
Agency (ISMA). Set up within the UN, It 
would collect and distribute military 
Information from high resolution UN 
satellites. The information would be 
used to verify compliance with arms 
control agreements and monitor 
peace treaties and ceasefires. A 
motion to set up a committee of ex- 
perts to study the French proposal 
was passed at the UN General 
Assembly by a vote of 121 to 0, with 
eighteen abstentions. 

Superpower monopoly 

Satellite surveillance Is now the 
exclusive domain of the superpowers 
by virtue of their monopoly on the 
necessary technology. They use this 
information not only to watch each 
otfie'r and to target their in- 
tercontinental ballistic missiles, but 
also to watch the rest of the world. The 
United States and the Soviet Union are 
not anxious to share either their in- 
formation or their technology. Com- 
menting on the ISMA plan, the US said 
that the agency "would be neither 
feasible nor desirable in the 
foreseeable future.” The USSR sent no 
comment at all. 

In the absence of superpower 
support for the proposal an enormous 



Investmment In research and 
development would be required before 
ISMA could start to collect data. The 
cost was estimated by scientists at 
the 1978 Pugwash Symposium in 
Avignon at around $1.3 billion capital 
expenses and $125 million annual 
operating expenses. 

This is very large compared to the 
total UN budget for 1978 of $980 
million. William Epstein, former 
Director of the United Nations 
Disarmament Center and author of the 
Pugwash Symposium report, says that 
the plan, if carried out, would be 
"perhaps the largest project the UN 
has ever undertaken." 

The largest obstacle in the way of 
ISMA, say Its proponents, is not 
financing but lack of political will. The 
way the UN works means that ISMA 
can only be successful if nations In 
conflict are interested In using UN 
Information to come to or monitor an 
agreement. One well-respected peace 
activist and University of Toronto 
professor says "The agency’s ac- 
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satellite program. In light of their 
nuclear force, their atmospheric 
testing and their refusal to sign the 
Non-Proliferation Treaty, critics ask 
whether France is not merely trying to 
help out its aerospace industry. Pure 
motives are hard to come by in this 
debate. Science For Peace, a Toronto- 
based group which is lobbying the 
Canadian government to support a 
variation of the ISMA plan, argues that 
the project would "support Jobs in 
aerospace companies in Montreal, 
Toronto and Vancouver" and "might 
just serve as a rallying point for a 
renewed form of Canadian unity." 

Using satellites for peace 
monitoring is sufficiently novel for It to 
be a hopeful possibility for progress. A 
strange twist in International con- 
vention gives satellites a unique 
position as a UN surveillance tool. 
American president Dwight 
Eisenhovyer proposed an "Open 
Skies" policy In 1955 to allow 
worldwide airspace for observation 
planes, but It was rejected by the 
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tivities are therefore predicated upon 
the idea that there are troubled areas 
In the world where the antagonists 
wish to settle their differences by 
means other than war, or can be 
persuaded by their allies to ex- 
periment with this sane and civilized 
solution." 

Whether or not nations wish to 
experiment with this alternative Is, of 
course, the Important question. A 
senior UN political analyst remarks 
that mutual suspicion and Ip^Su of 
Information are not the only im- 
pediments to peace. “More often 
substantial and important differences 
exist between counties In conflict, and 
these are the real Issues which must 
be negotiated." 

UN lack of authority 

In the past there has been little 
enthusiasm shown by warring nations 
for UN Intervention. When the political 
situation Is most tense, these nations 
are least likely to allow distribution of 
photographs of their territory, say 
officials at the Canadian Department 
of External Affairs. The UN’s lack of 
authority is one of the reasons for 
Canada's lukewarm response to the 
ISMA proposal. Dr. George Bell,' a 
Brigadier-General who served with the 
Canadian peace-keeping forces in the 
Sinai, points out that even after the 
forces were in place, Egypt and Israel 
would not allow UN surveillance 
airplane overflying. 

Cynicism has also been expressed 
about French motives In proposing a 



Russians who considered it an 
espionage effort. But less than twenty 
years later so-called "national 
technical means" (satellites) were 
implicitly accepted in the verification 
clauses of the SALT agreements. A 
combination of changing political 
relations and the slow development of 
anti-satellite weapons has allowed 
these orbiting véhiculés to gain status 
as politically and legally non-intrusive. 

One scientist contrasts the ISMA 
with the International Atomic Energy 
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Agency (IAEA). “ISMA Is intended to 
widen the circle of nations that can 
make informed decisions, and 
therefore share the responsibility for 
our global future. The IAEA, by con- 
trast, exists in large part to ensure that 
nuclear weapons, with all they 
represent In terms of power and 
responsibility, remain the monopoly of 
the coterie presently possessing 
them." 

Several modifications have been 
suggested to the original French 
proposal to make it easier to im- 
plement. A consortium of nations 
could jointly run a satellite system, 
thereby avoiding some of the political 
problems Inherent in the consensus 
decision-making of the UN. Possible 
sponsors for this include France, 
Sweden and Canada. Science for 
Peace is encouraging the Canadian 
government to use its national 
satellite program to help organize an 
International peace monitoring 
system. 

Another suggestion has been to use 
high flying airplanes to monitor 
regional problems In cases where the 
nations concerned are in favor of the 
observation. This has the advantage 
that the necessary technology Is 
easily available and inexpensive, and 
provides a good starting point for a 
much more difficult satellite system. 

Limitations 

Even proponents of the ISMA plan 
acknowledge the limitations of 
overhead monitoring. Neither 
camouflaged objects nor processes 
such as chemical production can be 
easily observed and this Is the point 
that the Canadian Department of 
External Affairs tries to make when it 
talks of matching verification 
measures to verification problems. 
Furthermore, satellite data can be 
sensitive: discussions in the UN 
Committee on the Peaceful Uses of 
Outer Space have revealed concern 
about the protection of resource and 
other proprietary Information. These 
problems show, say External Affairs 
officials, not only that ISMA must be 
carefully approached but also that it 
must be part of a larger verification 
system. 

Students of arms control and peace 
negotiations are aware of how Im- 
portant and sensitive matters of 
confidence and verification are. The 
report of the UN Committee examining 
the ISMA plan is expected this fall. It 
should be awaited as a possible light 
at the end of an increasingly dark 
tunnel.
